2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 6-9 and 1 1- 16 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by the admission in the description on page 9, lines 
24-27 that the combination of EDAC [l-emyl-3-(3-dtoemyl-aniinoprc^yl)carboduini hydrochloride] and glycinamide is known as 
a combination of compounds that inhibits non-pepsin like acid protease 

.Claims 1-5, 10 and 17-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
type 4 prepilin peptidases nor methods of their use to design or screen inhibitors.

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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the questions whether the claims 
i are fully supported by the description, are made: 

The description is objected to under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) as lacking clarity under PCT Article 5 because it fails to contain an 
adequate written description of any inhibitor of type 4 prepilin peptidases other than EDAC and glycinamide. The description is 
inadequate because: the structure of a chemical compound is not defined by a method of identification of the compound, nor can an 
undefined compound be used in a method of controlling bacteria. 

Claims 6-8 and 9-16 are objected to as lacking clarity under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) because practice of the claimed invention is not 
adequately described in writing, as required under PCT Rule 5. l(a)(iii), for the reasons set forth in the immediately preceding 
paragraph. 

Claims 1 , 4, 6-7, 9, 15, and 17 are objected to under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) as lacking clarity under PCT Article 6 because the claims 
are indefinite for the following reason(s): TFPP, EDAC and tcpJ are all abbreviations and are all without recitation of the full term 
after the first occurrence of the abbreviation. 
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
